Surgical drape with adjustable opening 

(57) A surgical drape 1 is of the type comprising an opening 2 of defined dimensions delimiting an operating 
zone, and is characterized in that the dimensions of the opening 2 can be adjusted by means of at least two 
separate strips 4, each of these being equipped, on one of their faces, with a repositionable adhesive. 
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
